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Disappearance of Iaiwan Nuclear Scientist Causes Speculation about Activities of CIA 


TAIPEI - The mysterious disappear- 
_ance of a nuclear scientist from a top- 
Secret research institute here has caused 3 
flurry of press comments about the 
activities of the US ,Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) in Taiwan. 

Local newspapers have speculated that 
Colonel Chang Hsien-yi was Spirited out of 
Taiwan by the CIA with blueprints of 
Sophisticated nuclear missiles being 
developed at the Chungshan Institute of 
Science and Technology. 

Chang has not been seen or heard of for 
two months and there is no record of his 
having left the country. He has been 
wanted by mallitary officials for failing to 
Teport to woOrK after a vacation to Japan 


ended Jan. 10. 

The Ziperty Timey newSpaper Said 
March 12 that Chang was recruited by the 
CIA when he studied in the US seven years 
3ag0. After Chang returmed from a confer- 
ernce in the US in October a nuclear 
Tesearch laboratory at the institute was 
destroyed, the newspaper Said. 

Delegates from the US and the Interna- 


_tional Atomic Energy Agency raided the 


institute late last year and asked to see 3 
laboratory accessible only to a few top 
personnel, the story Said. 

The Zibertpy Tirmesy also reported that 
Chang and his wife have telephoned and 
Written to friends in Taiwan from the US. 
Mrs. Chang has written that the whole 


family has been taken care of upon their

SAN FRANCISCO - A Bay Area 
Chinese American group urged last week 
that Lee Deng-fei, the president of Taiwan， 
appoint an international commission to 
ITeopen the Henry Liu murder case.The 
appeal was im a letter delivered to the SF 
office of the Coordinating Council of North 
America, which represents the Taiwan 
govermnment in the US9. 

Ling-chi Wang, professor of Asian 
Studies at UC Berkeley and a member of 
The Committee for Justice for Henry Liu， 
Said that the group feels that Lee, who took 
office in January“was not part of the 
Corruption in the government” atthe time of 
the killing and might therefore be willing to 
TeVivVe the case， 

Wang Said a power Struggle js under way 
in Taiwan among faction in the ruling 
Kuomintang Party that will decide the fate 
of Lee as a national leader and reforms that 
have already been initiated. 

The appeal to Taiwan came one day after 
Tung Kuei-sen was convicted in San Mateo 
County court of first degree murder in the 
October 1984 murder of Liu.

Chinese and US Authorities Join Forces 
To selize Heroin Stuffed Inside Goldfish 


SAN FRANCISCO - In what US au- 
thorities called last week the first such 
Cooperative effort between Chinese and US 


.officials, US agents have arrested nine men 


for allegedly smuggling seven pounds of 
Southeast Asian heroin into the Bay Area 
in condoms stuffed in goldfish. 

Chinese authorities say the ring was run 
by an Asian crime “syndicate.”Three Bay 
Area men were among those arrested. 
William Mui, 35, part-owner of the Gold 
Fish Aquarium shop in San Francisco， 
Albert C. Tam, 27, of Daly City and Sam 
Kai Lee, a 29-year-old San Francisco 
printer, were arrested March 11 in the fish 
Store on Minna Street， 

Six others Were arrested ip Shanghai， 
Canton and Hong Kong between March 9 
and 11. Wong Tsz (Chico) Keung, an SF 
Tesident and part owner of the store, was 


Iesponsible for making minority certifi- 
cations. The official definition of

US Magistrate Joan Brennan last week 
denied bail for Mui, calling him a “flight 
risk and a danger to the community. 
Prosecutor Eric Swenson described Mui as 
aglobe-hopping drug importer. 

The case began March 9 when Shanghai 
police intercepted a 7.3 pound shipment of 
heroin that was stuffed in condoms which 
were inside 140 gutted goldfish. The heroin 
is worth $300,000 to $400,000 wholesale 
and could have been sold for as much as 10 
times that much on the Street 

The drug-stuffed fish, six to nine inches 
long, were stitched back together and pack- 
aged with about 1000 live fish in large 
plastic bags filled with water. 

The bags were inside 20 boxes shipped 
to the Minna Street store. According to the 
DEA, many of the fish were dead or dying 
and several had stitches along the side. 
JInside each with stitches was at least one 
clear condom containing an off-white 
powdery substance. 

A Shanghai police executive and a DEA 
agent were on the 伺 ghtfrom China to SF 
and kept watch on the boxes of fish. When 
the shipment arrived in SF, US Customs 
agents confiscated most of the heroin- 
stuffed fish, but left one fish full of the 
narcotics in each of the boxes. They also 
put an electronic device in the shipment. 

Tam and Lee picked'up the packages 
andalong with Mui were arrested at the 
Store. In Mui s home, agents found $23 .000 
in cash, a9mm semiautomatic machine 
gun, gambling tally sheets and an undis- 
closed amount of cocaine. Mui lives with 
his parents， The goods were found in his 
bedroom. 
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Revenge - The Motive in tfhe Chin Murder

After viewing the Christtne Choy - 
Renee Iajima film,， Who Killed Vincent 
Chin2”Icame to the conclusion that the 
more apt question was not who killed him， 
but “why”he was killed. We all know that 
it was Ronald Ebens, a Chrysler foreman 
who took a bat and bashed Chin's brains all 
Over the street that June night while his 
stepson Michael Nitz held Chin down.， 

But why would two men who did not 
have criminal records, who were employed 
or at least Tecelving compensation, chase， 
Stalk and then brutally beat to death another 
human being2 The fact that they were 

_drunk and bigots is really not enough, at 
least in my mind, to justify the incredible 
brutality of the act. 

Quite simply, Vincent Chin was killed 
because he had knocked down Ebens and 
Nitz in a bar. A witness reported that she 
Saw Vincent standing Over the two larger 
men after a verbal altercaton had elevated 
to blows. How he did it we don'tknow. But 
in the racist muddled macho world that 
Ebens and Nitz inhabited they couldn'tlet a 
Chinese guy get away with beating them. 
It was revenge 一 pure and simple. 

According to the dictionary, to reve7l8e 
ls to “exact punishment from personal 
malice and resentment to gain the sense of 
vindictive triumph peculiar to revengeful 
people.” 

Unfortunately fcr Chin, he chose to 
assert himself in aplace where male 
dominance ls everything 一 astrip joint 
where women in G-strings rely on drunken 
men's ps for the majority of their income. 
In this seedy bastion of male Superiority， 
Ebens and Nitz were able to feel powerful， 

oO feel good about themselves, to forget the 
frightening 1ayoffs that had been hittng 
thelr industry. 

While they couljdn't do anything to 
Stop people from buying Japanese cars， 
they could stop Chin from ever humiliating 
them again. 

Thus the stage was Set for a tragic 
murder. But the case went far beyond 
murder when the men were allowed to 
plead guilty to manslaughter, and Judge 
Charles Kaufman sentenced them to three 
years probation and a fine of $3,750. 

It became an ijssue of justice for 
Vincent Chin,. As news of the case reached 
Asian Americans all over the country, the 
response was immediate. As Chin 's 
widowed mother, Lily Chin toured the US 
With representatives from a Detroit-based 
Support group, Americans for Jastice， 
Asian Americans from all waiks of life 
jined up to hear her spezsk and to donate 
money to the legal fees needed for a civil 


Tights case. 

The sobbing Mrs. Chin became 3 
Symbol of Chinese motherhood wronged. 
Her son and only child, on the eve of his 
marriage, had been Snatched away 位 om 
her. She told interviewers she had lost a 
daughter-in-law,ason and afuture. And in 
her world, that was true. Chin and his wife- 
to-be had planned on having her move in 
WwWith them after their marriage. Speaking in 
the Toishanese of her girlhood village, Mrs. 
Chin told supporters about Vincent, he 
Was a good boy, he always greeted me 
Whenever he came in the house and he 
would always tell me where he was going 
before he went Out 

Mrs. Chin was the quintessential 
Chinese mother. Filjmmaker Choy told me 
she was always COOking for everyone and 
offering to matchmake her unmarried 
Supporters. And though during the five year 
battle to convict the two men of civil fights 
charges, She was constantly Surrounded by 
a group of “surrogate ”children 一 her 
Supporters 一 Chin was never able to 
accept the loss of her Son， 

Like many women in her generation， 
Lily Chin came to the US im 1949 as a WaI 
bride ta her ex-GI Chinese American 
husband. After an operation left her sterile， 
she and her husband adopted Vincent from 
an orphanage in China. The Chins lived the 
Chinese version of the American Dream， 
operating a family laundry business and 
pinning most of their aspirations on the 
future of their Son. 

Unlike Ebens and Nitz, Mrs. Chin's 
crusade Was not for revenge 一 it was for 
justice. Here were two men who in just a 
few minutes time had Snatched away the 
Tewards of her lifetime of Sacrifice. When 
the discussions among Supporters got 
bogged down in legal red tape and defeat- 
ism, Lily Chin remained clear 一 her Son S 
death must be avenged 一 “toO exactjust 
punishment in behalf of wrongs Or Oppres- 
sions, fom motives free of malice, often 
from a sense of duty to both the wrongdoer 
and the wronged, 

Even Ebens told the filmmakers that he 
Was SuUrprised that he did not have to go to 
prison. He had fully expected to serve time 
for his“mistake.”In the film we see 3 
confused Ebens who really didn tunder- 
stand why he got off so easily， Unfortu- 
nately his response to the enormous 
outpouring of support for Mrs. Chin was to 
accuse his detractors of using him as 3 
scapzgoat for anti-Asian violence，Instead 
of looking beyond his individual actions to 
the social circumstances in which they took 
place, Ebens missed an invaluable lesson 
一 One he can ill-afford to lgnore. 

For Mrs. Chin and the thousands of 


SAN FRANCISCO - Most city depart- 
ments in San Francisco are failing to

According to Nampeo MCcKenney， 
assistant division chief for the Ethnic and 
Racial Statistics Program, the bureau had 
intended all aiong“to get a 100 percent 
count of the various A/PI groups, but that 
time constraints in tabulating the initial data 
and getting it to the congress had led them 
to simplify the form. 

MCcKRenney Said that under the new 
recommendation，all of the write-in Te- 
spGnses Would be coded and tabulated.，

byxthe bureau to give us a 100 percent 
count of all of the different Asian Pacific 
grOoupS，Sshe told Popei Mainic 应 “We 
have never coded write-in responses on 3 
100 percent basis. This is something new.” 

But some community leaders were not 
Satisfied with the new concession. The 
bureau's decision to count all write-in 
TeSsponses is not sufficient ”said Henry 
Der executive director of Chinese for 
Affirmative Actkon and member of the 
Natonal Coalition for an Accurate Count 
of Asian Pacific Americans. Der claimed 
thbat the changes are g00d but do not “go far 
enough. the bureau should go back to its 
1980 format which listed nine Separate A/ 

-PI ethnic groups, adding additional groups 
Which have arrived since that time. Other 
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leaders have also pointed out that requiring 
respondents to write-in their ethnicity may 
result in Some confusion, especially among 
new 3TTivals. 

Asian Foundation for Community De- 
velopment Executive Director, Nelson Holl 
WaS Skeptical of McKenney 's assertion that 
the write-in's will all be tabulated. “Id like 
to verify that ”he said. 

Tom, who also heads up State Sen. 
David Roberti's O 包 ce of Asian and Pacific 
Affairs, added that she is Still concerned 
about tmeliness.“They have to give us a 
tmeline for the publication of the data，”she 
said.“Whats the use of them counting us 丰 
they're not going to release the data?”she 
added metorically. 

Rep. Robert Matsui (D-Sac.) who has 
been leading the legislative fight for an 
accurate count hailed the Thursday decision 
3S an “excellent development for justice. 
Bnut like the community leaders, he hastened 
to add that “before we can claim complete 
Victory, there are further issues and ques- 
tionsIPplan to discuss with the bureau.” 

In December, Matsui introduced AB 
3828 which would require the bureau to 
count and tabulate A/PI ethnic groups in 3 
tmely fashion in the 1990 Censtus. More 
than 40 members of Congress Support of 
the bill, including Rep. Mervyn Dymally 
(D-Compton), chairman of the Census and 
Population Subcommittee. 

In addition to the Matsui bill, California 
state assemblyman Richard Floyd (D- 
Gardena) introduced a resolution in the state 
legislature in early March urging an 
accurate count of Asians in the 1990 census 
and Supporting Matsui s bill.

Kennedy maintains that the measure ls 
aimed at making the immigration System 
more flexible and open to immigrants 
“short-changed”in the current law, Such as 
Ireland.

Kennedy says the current law is flawed 
because 90% of those granted visas are 
admitted because they have close family 
members living legally in this country.

Zankee Dawg Yox Die is an intelli- 
gent inside look by SF playwright Philip 
Kan Gotanda at the world of Asian 
American actors struggling to Succeed 
without being seduced by Hollywood.

Playhouse for release this fall. 

While critics have been criticizing 
television and film stereotypes for years， 
it"s refreshing to hear the point of view of 
one, embodied by Vincent, who has often 
played those roles with the mixed result 
of success and psychic scars.

HONEST AND REALISTIC 
It's obvious Gotanda, as well as the 


positives and negatives of the roles they play. 

Much of the history of Asian Americans 
in Hollywood is recounted as the audience 
learmns of the changes that has occurred in film 
andTVandtheugly stereotypes that keep 
Teoccurring. 

Ambition, Sacrifice and perseverance are 
common givens for those trying to succeed in 
film and TV. But so are stereotypical, shallow 
roles. Bradley and Vincent come to the 
conclusion that they really aren't So different. 
They both fight and desire better roles, but 
they both realize ifthey don'ttake what s 
offered them, Someone else will. They both 
know they must pay their “dues，and that 
they have to make aliving. 

With dream sequences and scenes 
employing metaphors, Gotanda poetically 
comrmunicates the treachery and vulture-like 
quality of Hollywood and how actors become 
Victims. 

Idealism and practicality are both 
questioned. Bradley wants to play only strong 
leading man roles, while Vincent has taken 
What he is offered to stay in the business. The 
younger actor begins to understand the 
naivete of his ideals, that stereotypes will not 
die in a day. The older actor understands that 
more than money and exposure will make 
hinm happy. The ending is bittersweet as they 
both change. 


HILARIOUS SATIRE 

Much of the satire is hilarious, especially 
aGodzilla scene in which the monister takes 
the city of Stockton apart Gotanda's humor is 
always in g00d taste and he never goes forthe 


cheap laughs. 

The political commentary is never 
forced, but flows well with the satire and 
the more Surrealistic action. The playwright 
analyzes intelligently, forcefully and poeti- 
cally what has gone wrong with the world 
and calls for change. 

My only criticism is that the dramatic ， 
action is at the Same level throughout 
There's never a feeling of strong tension 
and a lack of emotional peaks and valleys 柯 :
